cellent crops of corn. 
Taking this for 


a standard 
test, the soil ofLos Angeles 


valley must be considered equal to the 
best to be found in the world. 
The 


corn crop of El Monte, Los Nietos and 
other sections 
of this valley will be 


very heavy this year, 
and what will 


be of interest 
to many 
is that the 


greater portion of the crop is produced 
without irrigation. 
We were shown 


yesterday 
by County Clerk Potts, 
an 


average 
stalk 
taken from a field of 


thirty 
acres 
on 
the 
Coyote Ranch 


which is ten feet high and just begin- 
ning to tassel. 
The stalk is about six 


Inches in circumference. 
This field of 


corn was planted just two months ago. 
At 
Monte Vista?Judge 
Lindley's 


place?ou 
the mountain 
side near San- 


ta Monica, 
we saw on Sunday corn 


fourteeu feet high, each stalk bearing 
from two to four ears. 
The field is a 


wilderness 
of vegetation. 
This corn 


has grown, as has everything else on 
the place, without irrigation. 
The soil 


is a loose black loam and is very deep. 


It will be remembered 
how bitterly 


Senator Booth denounced the Repub- 
licans iv his speech made in San Fran- 
cisco a few weeks ago. 
It will also be 


remembered 
that after that speech and 


the 
crimination 
and recrimination 


which followed it, both the Independ- 
ent and Republican journals and lead- 
ers admitted 
that all hope of a union 


of the two factious was at au end. 
In 


the face of these indictments

The bay of Santa Monica 


is an open sea, 
and though there, as 


almost 
auywhere 
on 
the Southern 


Pacific coast, a wharf may be run out 
to deep water at which 
vessels 
may 


discharge 
and receive 
cargo 
for ten 


months in the year, it is no more enti- 
tled to the name 
of a bay than any 


given area 
of the Pacific ocean, and 


people who visit the place influenced 
by the statement 
that there is a bay, 


are doomed to a disappointment 
more 


positive and general in character than 
anything 
which the vivid imagina- 


tions of the Eastern 
California-ma- 


ligning journalist is able to conjure 
up.

a considerable sum of 


money in dredging and otherwise 
im- 


proving Wilmington harbor, aud this 
expenditure 
has 
borne 
good 
fruit. 


Time and 
a few more appropriations 


will make 
the harbor a safe and con- 


venient 
anchorage, 
yet 
the effect of 


the statement 
from the agents 
of a 


United States Senator that the harbor 
is no harbor at all will be to create a 


conviction 
in the Departments 
that 


the 
money 
already 
expended 
there 


has been thrown away, and Induce a 
belief that further appropriations 
will 


be a mere waste of the people's money. 
The fact that an acceptance 
of these 


statements 
as true comes from a Sen- 


ator who would be greatly benefitted 
may not be known 
to the Senators 


who will be called upon to vote the 
appropriations,

States the past few years we canuot 
now recall one in which the 
strikers

at. 
It 


would be something wonderful Ifthey 
should. 
Labor has an every day 
du- 


ty to perform. 
It must provide 
bread 


not only for one but in most cases 
for 


half a dozen mouths. 
A struggle 
be- 


tween labor and capital 
is a contest 


with the odds 
so great 
on the side 


of capital, 
that it is 
but 
a 
ques- 


tion of time when labor must 
go to 


the 
wall. 
The 
hands 
of a 
factory 


strike and work stops, 
so also does the 


food 
of these 
poor 
men's 
families. 


There 
is 
the bitterness 
of the cup. 


Hungry children and an 
empty 
cup- 


board soon convince a man that steady 
work at two dollars per day 
is better 


than attempts to force a raise of wages 
by doing nothing. 
A strike is a hun- 


dred poor men against 
one 
man of 


means. 
The employer closes his shop 


eats his regular meals 
and 
waits 
for 


hunger 
to prove the fallacy of pot 


house argument and communist 
edi- 


torial. 
The employer loses 
only the 


profit on the labor 
of the employed 


and this is almost always smaller than 
tbe strikers estimate, while the labor- 
ers lose everything;. 
The Penaylvania 


coal 
mine 
strikers 
have 
lost 
much 


time and some 
of them their lives, 


yet it is a thousand 
to one it avails 


them nothing 
and in the 
end they 


willresume 
work at the 
old wages. 


These 
strikes 
are 
seldom 
or never 


caused 
by the oppression 
of capital. 


They are 
the work of nonproduclng 


drones who live offof the misery they 
create. 
Iflabor would mob commun- 


ist newspaper offices and pot house ora- 
tors who seek to Incite them to strikes, 
capital and labor would work in har- 
mony together and one would pay all 
the other earns.

The Anaheim Hotel. 


Yesterday weenjoyed the privilege of 
examining the elevations aud ground 
plans of the new hotel to be built at 
Ahaheim. Messrs. Kysor & Mathews, 
the architects, have achieved a great 
success in combining exterior beauty 
with interior convenience in the con­ 
templated building, aud at a great 
economy of.space and money. 
When 
finished it will be the prettiest and 
most commodious hotel building in 
Southern California. In comparison 
with this country hotel the Los Ange­ 
les caravansaries Will be compelled to 
hide their diminished heads. It is 
really a shame to see a thriving coun­ 
try village about erecting a hotel of 
metropolitan proportions and with all 
the accommodations found in the ho­ 
tels of Eastern cities. 
We hope, at 
least, that our hotels of the future will 
follow the rules of architecture more, 
or that our capitalists, before throwing 
together immense piles of brick and 
mortar in conglomerate masses, will 
make a study of the architectural 
beauties of the new hotel at Ana­ 
heim. 
It will be built in the Italian style, 
with French mansard roof; will be 
three stories high,with basement; and 
one hundred aud four feet front by 
one hundred and twenty-eight feet 
deep. The first story will be fifteen 
feet high, the second thirteen feet,and 
the third or mansard ten feet six 
inches. There will be four projections 
in front, each sixteen feet front and 
projecting eight feet. Between the 
projections will be elegant verandahs, 
arranged for comfort as well as orna­ 
ment. 
In the basement will be located 
the billiard parlor, bar room, wine 
room, 
two 
stores, 
bath 
rooms 
and barber shop. 
The first floor 
will 
contain 
a 
baggage 
room, 
wash-rooms, water-closets, reading- 
room, office, ladies’ parlor and recep­ 
tion rooms, dining-room, kitchen and 
eleven bed-rooms. 
The second floor 
will be sub-divided into thirty-three 
bed-rooms, a ladies’ parlor, bath-rooms 
and water-closets.
